Horrspas, Pa., September 10.—In 1872, Maggie 
Burton, then 16 years of age, was living with her 
parents, well-to-do people in Rathlayne, Marybor- 
ough, Queen's County, Ireland.

She 
was taken out unconscious and it was found that 
she had received a severe fracture of the skull, from 
which the brain was „ and other serious in- 
juries.

TOOK ENTIRE CHARGE, 


A Connecticut Railroad Train Terrorized 
by a Trio of Burglars.

New Haven, Conn., September 10.—When the 6:39 
afternoon train from New Haven, on the Derby 
Railroad, stopped at the New Haven station yester- 
day, an exciting episode occurred which had a taste 
of the wild, untamed West about it. Three men 
were found riding on one of the foremost trucks 
and the train men attempted to dislodge them. The 
conductor, baggage-master and brakeman formed 
the attacking force, and at first were successful. 


The three men were ¢ out and ordered off. 

They were 
big men, and succeeded in forcing their way back to 
the truck. Again the train bands attacked them.

In an instant Chris 
Merritt, the baggagemaster, had knocked the fellow 
down the embankment. Regaining his feet he fired 
his revolver at Merritt and Phillips.
